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In response to the Office Action of February 15, 2007 and the Restriction Requirement, 
set forth therein, Applicants elect Group I, claims 1,3-5 and 8 for examination in this 
application.

In response to the requirement for an election of species or invention to be examined, 
applicants elect citric acid as the polyvalent carboxylic acid on which claims 1, 3-5 and 8 are 
readable and elect starch hydrolyzates as the new glucose polymer on which claims 1, 3-56 and 8 
are readable.
